YOKOHAMA, May 8.—No official notl-
fication has been received here of the
ratification by the Emperor of China of
the treaty of peace arranged between
China and Japan. But reporty from
many sources confirm the statements
that the treaty has been ratified.

Count Myogl, Becretary-General to the
Japanese Council of Ministers, has ar-
rived at Port Arthur, and will proceed
to Chefoo, whers the ratifications of the
treaty of peace are to be exchanged,

Frequent Cablner meetings, which are
attended by all the Japanese Ministers,
are being held at Kioto.

The Japanese Privy Council and the
hesd ofMiciala of the Government have
been hurriedly summoned to Kioto In
order (o attend a meeting to-morrow at
hesdquarters,

TOULON, May &—The French crulsera
Bfax and Cecllle will accompany the
French oruisers Tage and Buchet to
China seas to-day. They were loaded
yesterday with ammunition and provi-
mions.

PARIS, May 6.—The Japanese Minister
here has informed the Minister of For-
elgn Affalrs, M. Hanotaux, that, de-
farring to the friendly advice of France,
Russin and Germany, Japan has re.
nounced Its claim of the permanent pos-
sesslon of the Lino-Tung peninsula, Ins
eluding Port Arthur,

81, PETERSHURG, May 6,—The Jour-
nal de Bt Petersburg says that Japan,
in conformity with the advice of Rusala,
France and Germany, renounces her
clalma to the possession of Feng-Tlen.

BERLIN, Mnay 6,.—The Japaneses Gov-
ernment has Informed the Government
of Germany that. In accordance with
the advice of the powers, Japan has re-
lnquished her elalm to the Llao-Tung
peninsula, under the treaty of SBhimono-

The rutification of the Chinese Empe-
ror brings China and Jajan to a final |
acvord, so that It remalns only [for
Japan to settle with Hussla and other
protesting powers, It also makes cor-
tain thiat the armistice which runs until
Wednesday, the same Jday HxedV for
the exchange of mtitleations, will not be
followsd by a Jupanese advance on
Pekin.

Crowds Waited for the Prime Move
er's Arrival In Londen,
LONDON, May 6.—Extra precautions
were taken upon the arrival at
Bouthampton Iast night of Jaber Bpen-
cer Balfour, the ex-Member of Parlia-
ment, whose extradition from the Ar-
Kgentine Republic was obtained after
great delay, on the charge of fraud In
connecion with the collapss of the
Liberator Bullding Boclety and other
